Probably the earliest archives were kept by 
the cavemen who painted records of their daily lives on the walls of their 
homes. Every civilization has realized the necessity of preserving the 
records of its historical development. 


Within the Region of Peel, many individuals and groups over the years have 
made efforts to preserve the area's history. Many valuable records which 
would have been lost otherwise have been preserved due to their efforts. 


In the spring of 1977, it was decided by the parties interested in preserving 
the Region's history to form a committee to co-ordinate the collection of 
historical records. The formation of the committee is unique within Ontario 


and many other communities are considering emulating the Peel Archiva® ° 


Committee. 


The membership of the committee consists of the five historical societies, 
the Halton-Peel branch of the Ontario Genealogical Society, the three 
constituent Area Municipalities, the Library Boards, the Boards of 
Education, and the Region of Peel. 


The preparation of a guide to manuscripts and records pertaining to Peel 
Region is the Committee's main project at present. The Committee has 
applied for a Young Canada Works Project grant to employ four researchers 
to assist the Regional Archivist in the preparation of the guide. The 
completed guide will be printed as a volume in the Ontario Heritage Series - 
Guides to Collections in Ontario.

This letter is in re to our parking problems. You might 
refer to my letter November 24 and Mr. C. Moores reply of 
December 13, for more information. 


Peel Condominium #3 was, of course, only the third condominium 
built in Peel. AS such it was built when guidelines for adequate 
parking were not considered. As a result the parking here is 
less than adequate for the owners ,let alone their guests. 


As outlined in my November letter to Mr. McKechnie, the changes 

to the parking regulations on Goreway Drive have made our situation 
very difficult. We have erected fire route signs in an attempt to 
alleviate some of our problems. This has proven entirely ineffective 
as oe City's parking control force is not large enough to prypperly 
service uS. 


Mr. Moore outlines this in letter and suggests that we become 
Peace Officers ourselves and issue our own tickets. After 4 

great deal of discussion we feel that this solution is entirely 
unsatisfactory. Being, @ small, self-run condominium of 359 units 
it is felt that such a development could lead to a great deal of 
conflict and bad feeling between the Board members and the other 
unit owners. 


A solution to this problem is extremely important. The present 
situation results in a great deal of risk in case of fire. It is 
realized that the City cannot afford to expand the Parking Control 
service ad futither and that it is difficult to service us as it 
now stands. 


However, our solution is a relitively simple one and one virtually 
without cost. We propose that you change the parking regulations 
on Goreway, to allow parking in the evenings. It is assumed that 
the parking restrictions were added to facilitate traffic flow in 
the peak rush hours. Goreway's traffic, particularly on the south 
side of Morningstar, is relatively light in the evening. Thus more 
liberal parking regulations should cause little or no problem.

Dear Mayor Searle and Members of Council: 


Re: Regulation of smoking in public areas 


We were pleased that the smoking regulation by-law was approved by the General 
Committee on March 15. We believe that a major step forward has been taken to 
control this public health problem. 


It appears that the General Committee was anxious to move along quickly today 
and consequently the draft by-law was passed before two or three matters were 
given consideration. In fact one or two items were overlooked by the Committee 
of which I was a member and I accept responsibility for my failure to catch them. 
Before this matter comes again before Council you may wish to consider the fol- 


lowing: 


a) although the General Committee agreed that bus shelters should be in- 
cluded, this area has been overlooked. Council may wish to include 
bus shelters either in a separate section or in the section dealing with 
reception areas. If a separate section is set up the clause might simply 
read "no person shall smoke in any bus shelter” with the optional phrase 
"where two or more persons await service" being considered. The only 
additional matter that would have to be included under the bus shelter 
would be a clause which reads “the proprieter of any premises to which 
Section ( ) applies shall post in a prominent location so as to be con- 
spicuous at all times No Smoking signs in the form prescribed by Section 
35 of this by-law". No additional comments with regard to enforcement 
would be necessary under this section because, of course, it would be 
unreasonable to expect anyone to be in the bus shelter on a regular basis 
to enforce it. 


b) it was indicated by some members of Council that they wished to consider 
an exemption for the International Centre. In the rush in the Committee 
meeting such an exemption was not considered. Frankly I have ambivalent

feelings about it although the request by management seemed reasonable 
enough. The problem is that one exemption can quickly lead to another. 
Nevertheless, the public area of the International Centre is large and 
any exemption might be considered on a square footage basis. It seems 
under the model State of Minnesota Clean Indoor Air Act rooms containing 
at least 20,000 square feet in total foot space are given some kind of 
special consideration. However, the State Board of Health will consider 
an exemption under certain circumstances if 


"the concentration of carbon monoxide of all sections of the public 
place shall at no time exceed the concentration of carbon monoxide 
in outside air within twelve feet (3.7 metres) of the building by 
more than 10 milligrams per cubic metre (9 parts per million)." 


Council] may wish to base the exemption on such a stipulation. 


Any exemption pertaining to the International Centre should be introduced 
by the following “with the exception of restrictions on smoking outlined 
elsewhere in this by-law relating to staircases, elevators, escalators, 
service lines, and theatres the public area of the International Centre 
will be exempted providing it meets the following requirements” ..." 


Alderman Frank Bean raised a good question with regard to private functions. 
It certainly would be our understanding that the by-law would not apply to 
private functions. I did a little research in anticipation that I might 
find something that might be helpful with regard to Mr. Bean's concern. 
Council may wish to exempt "private social functions" and the conditions for 
being classified as such a function would be met if the following took place: 


"(1) The function is a specific social or recreational event for which 
an entire room or hall has been reserved for the. purpose of entertainment 
or pleasure and not for the prinicipal purpose of education, sales or 
business. 


(2) The function is limited in attendance to people who have been 
specifically designated and their guests. 


(3) Seating arrangements for the function, if any, are under control 
of the sponsor of the function and not of the person otherwise respons- 
ible for the public place." 


Again the above definition is taken from the regulations under the Minne- 
sota State legislation. This exemption might be included under “Places of 
Public Assembly." 


a) 
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I was concerned that the jail sentence was voted back into the penalty section 

of the by-law. I think your legal counsel made an excellent comment when he 
stated that he was drawing the matter to the attention of Council so that people 
would not be misled into believing that by dropping the possibility of the jail 
sentence that it would not be possible for a smoker under extreme circumstances to 
go to jail as a result of smoking in public areas. Clearly in the event that some- 
one did not pay a fine, this option is one that is open to the courts. 


I believe that one of the objections that Mississauga may get to the by-law will 
relate to the $1000 penalty and the misconception that this is intended to be a 
penalty directed at the smoker. The possibility of a reaction is aggravated by the 
fact that it would now appear that a smoker may go to jail if he smokes in a public 
area. Obviously this is not the impression that we encourage. 


The General Committee may have had one important misunderstanding with regard to 
this aspect of the discussion. By leaving the jail sentence out of the pena ity 
section of the by-law, a smoker could only go to jail if he failed to pay the fine, 
and hence was in contempt of court. This would only take place if the smoker gave 
the court no other option. 


However under the amendment moved by Mrs. Spence, the situation changes substantially. 
Had I realized this I would have drawn it to the attention of Council at the time. 
Under this amendment, the judge has the option of sending a violator to jail not for 
being in contempt of court but rather for a simple breach of the by-law. This is a 
horse offdifferent colour. Although it is my belief that no one on the Ontario bench 
would send someone to jail for breaching this by-law, the fact is the possibility 
would be on the books. Since this may be an excellent reason for not including this 
amendment when the item gets before Council, our Association most certainly urges 
Council to drop the reference to the jail sentence.

On October 24, 1977, City Council resolved as 
follows: 


"That the staff proceed with the processing of 
Secondary Plans for Neighbourhoods 309, 310 and 
311 in the Meadowvale West Community (Cadillac 
Fairview Corporation) and bring the plans 
forward for consideration by Council not later 
than February 28, 1978." 


Since then the Planning Department, with 
cooperation from planning consultants 
representing Cadillac Fairview, has carried out 
a program designed to observe normal planning 
procedures and achieve the objective of 
completing the Secondary Plan by the deadline 
prescribed by the Council Resolution. 


After considering the Secondary Plan proposals 
at its December 20, 1977 meeting, the Planning 
Committee recommended the following: 


"That the West Meadowvale West Secondary Plan 
be placed on public display, and that 
preference be given to holding such public 
display at the Meadowvale Information Pavilion, 
with details being placed in the Meadowvale 
World newspaper if possible.” 


The Public Display was held from Monday, 
January 16 to Friday, January 20, 1978.

The Planning Committee considered the Secondary 
Plan and the public response to it on 
February 21, 1978 and recommended: 


"That the preparation of an Official Plan 
Amendment to incorporate a Secondary Plan for 
the West Meadowvale West District into the 
Official Plan proceed in parallel with attempts 
to resolve the outstanding concerns expressed 
by the owner of lands immediately north of 
West Meadowvale; and that if these outstanding 
concerns cannot be resolved, the Planning 
Department report on them in conjunction with 
submitting the aforesaid Official Plan 
Amendment to City Council." 


Since then work has proceeded on the 
documentation required to put the Secondary 
Plan into the form of an Official Plan 
Amendment which will be available for adoption 
by City Council on March 28, 1978. Also a 
meeting has taken place with Mr. D. J. Williams 
representing the owner of lands immediately 
north of the area included in the West 
Meadowvale West Amendment. 


Basically, Mr. William's position is that all 
the lands bounded by Winston Churchill Boule- 
vard, the proposed northerly boundary of West 
Meadowvale West residential area, Tenth Line, 
and the CPR tracks should have their future 
land use designation (Industrial) incorporated 
into the proposed Official Plan Amendment. In 
addition, he would also like to have the 
symbolic Highway Commercial designation now 
existing at the intersection of Winston 
Churchill Boulevard and the industrial collector 
road expanded to cover part of his client's 
lands.

An argument could be made along the lines that 
it would be appropriate to now incorporate the 
Industrial designation of the subject area 

into the Amendment on the basis that such a 
future designation was indicated during the 
draft Official Plan process and, to a lesser 
degree, during the preparation of the West 
Meadowvale West Secondary Plan. In evaluating 
that position, however, it should be 

recognized that the redesignation of the 
subject area to Industrial was not explicit 

in the land use proposals presented to the 
Planning Committee, General Committee, the 
public, and various departments and agencies, 
and therefore to attach the requested 
redesignation to the Official Plan Amendment at 
the end of the planning process could throw 
some doubt on the validity of the Amendment. 

In view of this, it would not be appropriate to 
approve on March 28, 1978 the Amendment as 
revised to incorporate the requested Industrial 
designation. There are basically two options 
for dealing with the issue:

At our meeting on March 17th, 1978, it was proposed that the 
whole of Lot 12, Concession 11, N.S. be maintained for 
Industrial use, as shown in the draft Official Plan. In 
addition, it was felt that the existing Highway Commercial 
symbol at Millcreek Drive should be expanded to cover both 

the east and west sides of Winston Churchill Boulevard in 

this location, with Millcreek Drive being shown extended across 
Lot 12 to the Tenth Line. 


It was agreed that it would be most desirable for these lands 
to be included in the Meadowvale West Amendment. This might 
create some administrative difficulties because of Council's 
expressed timing constraints for the approval of the Amendment 
document. Alternatively, it was suggested that Lot 12 be the 
subject of a separate Amendment which could follow soon after 
the Meadowvale West Amendment. 


My clients would prefer to see the designation of their lands 

and the balance of Lot 12 dealt with in the context of the 
Meadowvale West Amendment. It appears that Council could add 

the necessary policies without really jeapardizing the approval 
time-frame. This could be accomplished by having the appropriate 
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wording prepared for the March 28th Council meeting; if 
acceptable to Council the necessary additions could be 
made before the document is sent on to the Minister. 


So far as public meetings, the future Industrial use of 
these lands was widely publicized as part of the Draft 
Official Plan process, and no objections were raised. 
Further, I believe that during the Public Display on the 
Meadowvale West plan, people were also advised that the 
future use of these lands would be Industrial, etc. 
Therefore, I suggest a further specific public meeting might 
be considered unnecessary. 


I trust you will bring these views to the attention of 
Council.
